SPECTACULAR 
ERUPTION OF 
MAUNA LOA 


(By Uhiversak Service) 

HONOLUL’& April 16.—Maura 
Loa, Hawaii's grand old mountain, 
/ continues spectacular eruption to- 
day with lava spurting more than 
a hundred feet into the air and 
great volumes of steam adding to 
the awesomeness of the spectacle. 
The rescending lava was form- 
ing a slowly moving river of 
molten rock five hundred feet 
in width. This river as it flows 
toward the base cools considerab- 
ly and forms huge chunks of slabs 

of irregular shaped rock. 
According to observers the huge 


liava flow resembles a giant ice 


county floe.

Speed of the lava river was 
reported about one mile per thirty 
hours. 

Because of the level nature ol 
the ground beyond the base of 
Mauna Loa it is not expected that 
the lava flow will cross and ob- 
struct any roads.

Origin of Sciots in San Fran- 
cisco in 1905 is an Interesting 
Story 


(FROM SCLOTS JOURNAL) 


In 1905 a number of Master 
Masons met im the Mission Mas- 
onic Temple in the city of San 
Francisco for the purpose of 
forming @ club where Masons 
could be organized for the pur- 
pose of furthering Masonic teach- 
ingg and applying in a practical 
way the precepts of our great 
fratermty. 

As a result of this meeting, the 
organization of Boosters was form- 
ed, a constitution and py-laws 
adopted, which vested the govern- 
;ment of the organization in the 
| Council of Twelve. The head was 
called the Kahih al Malik, which 
honor was conferred upon Charles , 
H. S. Pratt, with whom the plan 
originated. 

The idea took ‘mmediate hold 
,among Masons. It was recognized 
‘that such an organization filled 
‘a lomg felt want. It fostered thej

In a_ neighboring 
island wag an association among 
the inhabitants formed for the 
purpose of worshiping one god. 
These associations were feudal in 
character, and while the members 
were independent they were sub= 
ject to 4 central authority in all 
that concerned religious worship. 
i This association was called a 
“League of Neighbors.” This lea- 
gue was used merely for religious 
ceremonies, but the inhabitants of 
Chios applied its principles
